The  First  Continental  Congress  met  in  Carpenter’s  Hall,  Philadelphia,  on  September  5,  U7k, 
in  an  attempt  to  adjust,  the  growing  difficulties  with  England.  Arrangements  were  made  for  re- 
converting on  • 8-r  10,  1775,  but  before  that  cate,  the  battles  o.f  Lexington  and  Concord  vers 
fought.  Therefore,  wher  the  Second  Continental  Congress  met,  cn  June  22,  1775,  the  issue  of

A Second  New  England  Consignment 


Lyman  Haynes  Low  wrote  the  book  on  this  series  in  1900,  and  a supplement  was  added  in  1906. 
Some  years  later,  Edf?ar  H.  Adams  made  up  a set  of  fifteen  photographic  plates  illustrating 
most  of  the  tokens.  Circa  1925,  Guttag  Bros,  of  New  York,  with  the  assistance  of  collectors 
Adams,  Dunham,  Kusterer,  Shumway,  (Elliot)  Smith  and  Tilaen,  published  a "reprint"  of  Low, 
which  actually  consisted  of  text,  line  drawings  and  Dunham’s  "Easy  Finding  List."  While  Low's 
second  edition  of  1900  attempted  to  give  rarity  ratings  (not  entirely  accurate  by  present  day 
standards),  the  Guttag  publication  did  not.  When  available,  the  Low  work  and  supplement  can 
be  obtained  for  about  $22.50.  The  Adams  plates  are  very  hard  to  come  by,  a set  worth  at  least 
$10.  today,  while  the  Guttag  "reprint"  (published  at  $10.)  brings  $10.  to  $12.50. 

Back  in  May,  1953,  in  our  l^Oth  sale  catalog,  we  discussed  Low's  restriction  of  the  series 
to  183  pieces.  At  that  time,  we  suggested  that  the  far  sighted  collector  enlarge  his  collection, 
by  adding  various  (early)  Merchant  Tokens  to  it.  We  also  thought  it  wise  that  the  collector  add 
to  his  Low  tokens,  "putting  stress  on  the  'commoner'  vax'ieties  in  choice  condition."  In  line 
with  these  two  thoughts,  we  can  still  supply  Raymond's  19U0  Standard  Catalog  at  $1.75  postpaid. 
This  catalog  places  a retail  value  on  the  Political  pieces  (Low  1-69  plus  162) , and  lists 
most  of  the  Merchant's  tokens,  illustrating  a great  many  of  them.  With  emphasis  on  the  second 
suggestion,  that  of  going  after  the  inexpensive  varieties  in  top  shape,  we  offer  this  splendid 
collection.  5 It  .

Records  in  the  National  Archives  indicate  that  almost  the  entire  coinage 
found  its  way  to  the  melting  pot,  due  to  the  prevailing  premium  for  silver  bul- 
lion. This  situation  resulted,  in  1853,  to  a reduction  in  weight  of  the  fraction- 
al silver  coins,  creating  a subsidiary  coinage.
